A high temperature combustion catalyst comprising an acid-resistant 
carrier; a coating layer of y-alumina containing cerium (Ce) and/or 
lead (Sn) as well as yttrium (Y) and/or zirconium (Zr) on said 
carrier; and platinum (pt) and/or palladium (Pd) supported on the y- 
alumina coating layer. (Claim) 

When metals of Ce and/or Sn as well as Y and/or Zr are added to y- 
alumina, it is considered that the crystal grain boundaries, by which 
the noble metal catalyst particles are captured on the grain 
boundaries and the thermal movement of the noble metal catalyst 
particles is prohibited. Further, it is considered that the fine y- 
alumina phase prevents generation and transfer of cracks, which 
results in improvement of heat resistance (page 3, upper left column, 
line 19 to upper right column, line 7).
